IAD clearances are needed for outgoing messages containing 
Intelligence -agency material. At present IAD trill not grant clear- 
ances for messages containing CIA information which has been approved 
by CIA for release to foreign posts until it has checked hack with 
the producing office in CIA. To eliminate this unnecessary delay an 
arrangement should be made with IAD whereby IAD accepts the telephonic 
statement of EDS that CIA approval for release has been granted* It 
would be possible for CIA to send IAD a copy of written approval for 
release in these cases*
